HERE’S good 
news for residents 
looking for ways to 
get fit this New 
Year, as Hackney 
Council’s Leisure Centres 
start running free 
swimming lessons. 

The lessons are open to 
those unable to swim, or 
who lack confidence in 
the pool, and fall into one 
of three categories: 
parents who can’t swim 
and their children; 


disabled adults; over 50s; 
and young people aged 12 
to 17. 

Participants will be 
offered 45 minute or one- 
hour sessions, for up to a 
total of six hours. Sessions 
will be held at Kings Hall, 
Britannia and Clissold 
leisure centres. 

Cllr Nargis Khan, 
Cabinet Member for 
Community Services, said: 
“Hackney has some of the 
best swimming facilities in 
London and I hope this 
will help more local 
people enjoy them, as well 
as giving them new ways 
to get fit.

“Widening access to 
sports facilities for local 
people is a key priority for 
the Council, so I would 
urge anyone eligible that 
would like to learn to 
swim to give it a try.” 


The Council already 
provides free swimming 
for under-18s and over- 
608 in the borough. The 
new scheme is part of the 
Government’s 
£l40million free 
swimming programme, 
designed to give more 
people the opportunity to 
get active. 

It is being run in 
conjunction with the 
Amateur Swimming 
Association and the 
lessons will be delivered 
by GLL, which manages 
Hackney’s leisure 
facilities. Andrew Clark, 
GLL’s Swimming 


Development Manager, 
said: “This is a great 
opportunity for anyone 
who wants to put a toe in 
the water and start the 
journey to learn an 
essential life skill for free.”

Weather advice 

Roads 

As Hackney Today went to press, the severe weather 
conditions across the UK were beginning to have an impact 
on the delivery of Council services. Supplies of grit have been 
running short across the country and are now being 
controlled by central Government to be directed to areas of 
priority. Many London boroughs have run out entirely, and 
those which haven’t, like Hackney, have limited supplies. 

About 40 per cent of the roads and pavements in Hackney 
are being regularly treated. These are roads in the major 
town centres, bus routes, main roads and also those outside 
hospitals. In addition, where there have been requests, salt 
and grit have been given to the emergency services to assist 
them on their business and where there have been specific 
service requests which have been judged appropriate by 
officers. For example, Martello Street was added to a grit 
round to allow a funeral to proceed. Grit runs are taking place 
at least twice a day to cover the roads, in the mid-evening 
and first thing in the morning. 

The Government announced on 8 January that councils were 
being asked to reduce their grit use by 25 per cent to ensure 
there would be enough to go round nationally. The cold 
weather is forecast to continue well into the week 
commencing 1 1 January. The Council is continuing to press 
for additional supplies. 

Refuse and recycling 

Refuse and recycling collections have been affected. The 
Council’s waste department will start to clear the backlog as 
soon as it is possible to safely get heavy refuse trucks into 
the affected roads. That is planned to begin on 1 1 January, 
and if roads are still impassable, emergency measures will 
begin, with refuse workers carrying waste from residential 
streets to the main roads to be picked up by the trucks. 

Schools 

To date only 1 7 of Hackney’s 73 schools have closed for any 
period. To check if your child’s school is likely to be affected,

Adult Social Services 

Minibus transport to and from day centres are not currently 
taking place due to icy back streets. To make up for this, 
service users receive an extra home care visit. 

Meals on wheels - this is a vital service, and even in extreme 
weather conditions the teams work in pairs and meals 
continue to be delivered. 

Home care visits - again, a vital service, and staff attend 
these scheduled visits no matter the weather. 

Good neighbours 

Some residents, especially the elderly or disabled may find it 
difficult to get out and buy food or fuel. If you have a 
neighbour who you think might be vulnerable, please call on 
them to see if they need any assistance. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules Pipe, said: “The Council is working 
hard to reduce the impact of the cold weather on local 
residents and services. Like all other councils our stocks of 
grit are not limitless, but we are using it as effectively as we 
can. Our priorities are to keep Hackney moving, reduce the 
impact on services and support vulnerable residents.”

ESIDENTS are 
being urged to 
make use of a range 
of services this 
winter to beat fuel poverty - 
when 10 per cent or more of 
a household’s income goes 
on heating. 

Coldline, run by Age 
Concern Hackney, is a free 
service for the borough’s 
over-65s, and staff can 
check if residents are 
obtaining all the income 
and grants they are entitled 
to, as well as offering advice 
via a telephone helpline. 

There are also a range of 
other services available for 
residents to help tackle fuel 
poverty. Working in 
partnership with London 
Warm Zone, the Council 


can offer grants for owner- 
occupiers on certain 
benefits and landlords to 
pay for loft insulation, pipe 
and tank lagging, draught- 
proofing, boiler 
replacement and 
thermostatic radiator 
valves. Up to £1,000 
towards the cost of such 
work is also available for 
those not on benefits, but 
aged over 60, and able to 
pay at least half the costs. 

Help may also be 
available for older residents 
not on benefits but on a low 
income, from the Council’s 
private sector housing 
department. 

Hackney Homes offers 
householders advice on 
how to save energy at home, 
including low-energy 
lighting; green grants; and 
the cheapest dual fuel 
suppliers. It also provides 
free winter warmer events

for the over-55s, featuring 
hot soups; fruit; free fleecy 
scarves and gloves; as well 
as information on energy 
efficiency, healthy eating 
and staying active. 

Cllr Nargis Khan, 


Cabinet Member for 
Community Services, said: 
“Residents should not feel 
they have to choose 
between heating and other 
necessities, which is why we 
fund services to tackle fuel 
poverty and to help people 
stay warm this winter.” 

Residents aged 60 to 79, 
and entitled to the 
Government’s Winter Fuel 
Payment, will receive either 
£125 or £250, depending 
on circumstances, while 
those aged 80 or over can 
receive either £200 or £400.

SHOULD you spot a shipping container in the middle of 
Shoreditch, take a closer look. 

‘Caveman Bill’ in Hackney Recreational Ground is an art 
exhibition about a man who has lived in a cave in the 
Yukon, Canada, for 1 5 years. Bill became an inspiration for 
artist Tom Wolseley who met him while working abroad.

HE foundations of 
the 2012 Handball 
Arena in Hackney 
Wick are complete 
and the venue is starting to 
rise out of the ground.

Protecting history 

THE Council has taken the unusual step of designating a 
new conservation area ahead of consulting residents - so 
that it can safeguard the unique character and architecture 
of Hackney Wick. 

The implementation of the area, which lies immediately 
north of Hackney Wick Station, is a result of concerns that 
its proximity to the 201 2 Olympic Park could see it come 
under significant pressure from developers. 

This is only the second time the Council has taken such a 
step, and means it can prevent historic buildings being 
demolished or inappropriate new development in an area 
that is characterised by a cluster of historic industrial 
buildings. 

The new conservation area is part of the Council’s effort to 
guide future developments in the area. A public 
consultation on a draft masterplan for Hackney Wick is 
running until 9 Feb. The final version will sit alongside the 
Hackney Wick Conservation Area Appraisal. The two 
documents combined will set out clear planning guidance 
for any proposed development.

R esidents are

Hackney’s 2010/11 budget 
proposals. 

These include a record- 
breaking fifth Council Tax 
freeze, with no cuts to 
frontline services - 
Hackney would be the only 
local authority in the 
country to do this. 

Eighteen million pounds 
has been earmarked for 
keeping the borough clean, 
this would pay for town 
centres to be swept twice 
daily, and residential streets 
swept twice weekly; 
maintenance of over 
10,700 street lights; plus 
more than three million 
household recycling and 8.5 
million household waste 
collections. 

Training and activities for 
young people would receive 
£68million, which can fund 
a number of activities 
including music, dance, 
drama and sport through 
local clubs or after school 
programmes, also 


information and advice on 
education and employment, 
along with Youth 
Offending Team support 
for 1,300 young people; 
placing 130 children with 
foster carers; and providing 
care packages for 130 
disabled children. 

It is proposed to spend 
£25million on public safety, 
by working with the police 
and partners to tackle crime 
and anti-social behaviour.

This is expected to fund 
around 17,000 visits to 
tackle noise nuisance, 
enforcement action against 
litter louts, and illegal street 
traders; 27,000 hours of 
CCTV; 6,000 food hygiene 
inspections; and 5,000 
building control 
inspections, licence 
applications, and 
enforcement. 

Nearly £l8million is 
earmarked for culture and 
leisure, with £8.1 million for 


Hackney’s eight libraries 
and archives service. A total 
of £5.5million would be 
spent on maintaining 330 
hectares of parks and open 
spaces, while £4.3million is 
proposed for sports and 
leisure, and developing 
activities that help improve 
residents’ health. 

Mayor Pipe said: “The 
Council is on the side of 
residents through difficult 
economic times - if my 
proposals are adopted we 
will be the only authority in 
the country to have frozen 
our share of the Council 
Tax for so many successive 
years. I believe it is our job 
to improve residents’ 
quality of life and make the 
borough a better place to 
live and work. It has cost 
more to expand services as 
we have done, but this was 
not passed on to taxpayers 
due to over £40million of 
efficiency savings the 
Council has made.” 

The budget proposals will 
be debated by full Council 
on 3 March, and once 
approved, come into effect 
from 1 April.

O N 19 February 
1942, Jim 
Campbell’s Stoke 
Newington house 
took a direct hit from a 
German bomb. 

His father was dug out 
from underneath the bath 
tub he had been relaxing in 
moments before, while Jim 
and his two brothers found 
themselves dazed, but 
unharmed, in the rubble of 
their former home. 

His mother, who had a 
first aid post at Clissold 
Baths (now Clissold Leisure 
Centre), received the 
dreaded communication: 
Direct Hit 70-74 Albion 
Road. Her family lived at 
72. But most days in Stoke 
Newington proved more 
peaceful for Jim’s family. 


Neighbours donated 
clothes and they were was 
sheltered in emergency 
centres and temporary 
houses over the next few 
years. 

The boys were later 
evacuated to Rugby to 
escape the worst of the 
Blitz. Even Stoke 
Newington Town Hall - 
painted white for its 1939 
opening - had to be 
camouflaged in a bid to 
protect it from aerial 
bombing. 

Jim’s family has a long 
history with the N16 
building, famed for its 
dancehall days from the 
1940s to 1960s. 

“My parents were north 
London waltz champions 
and I guess this carried on 
to their children. After the 
war, my sister and I used to 
go to the hall too, though 
for jitterbug and swing 
dance competitions. You

could say I knew my away 
around a dance floor,” he 
laughed. 

Ironically, for one who 
spent 50 years teaching, Jim 
left school at 13. He 
celebrated his 17th birthday 
by joining the army and 
was dispatched to Germany 
in 1944. 

During the train journey 
across Europe however, it 
was announced that the 
conflict was over. “I never 
tired of telling my pupils 
that the day Hitler heard 
Jim Campbell was coming, 


he gave up,” he recalled. 

After the end of 
hostilities, Jim worked in 
Germany for the 
Intelligence Corps, before 
leaving the army in 1948 to 
become a teacher. 

When he returned to 
Stoke Newington, one of 
his first students at St 
Mary’s Church of England 
Primary School was 
Barbara Deekes - later 
EastEnders stalwart 
Barbara Windsor - whom 
he described as ‘delightful’. 

He said: “I have very fond 
memories. Stoke 


Newington itself was 
influenced by the influx of 
immigrants from the 
Caribbean, Cyprus, and 
Africa. Jewish, Christian 
and Muslim groups have 
lived relatively happily 
alongside each other for 
years. 

“Sure it’s had problems: 
we had a couple of gangs 
fighting here years ago, but 
it’s just like any other inner 
city community - only 
more so.” 

Jim continued to live in 
interesting times by joining 
the Merchant Navy in 


1952, taking part in the 
Suez invasion and spending 
the next few years travelling 
the world gathering 
artifacts. 

On his return, he worked 
as a teacher and head 
teacher in primary schools 
in Shoreditch, until retiring 
10 years ago. 

“I still have great pride in 
Stoke Newington,” he said. 
And with such a proud 
affiliation, Jim now 
provides talks to older 
people’s groups and schools 
about the history of N16. 
Long may it continue.

Old clothes for a better life

RESIDENTS have helped 
raise urgently needed funds 
to support international 
development - by recycling 
their old clothes and shoes. 

Since 2003, the Council 
has worked with Textile 
Recycling for Aid and 
International Development 
(TRAID) to provide 
recycling banks for residents 
to deposit unwanted gear. 


Nearly seven years on and 
787 tonnes of waste have 
been diverted from landfill - 
equivalent to cutting 11,018 
tonnes of C02 emissions. 

At the same time, TRAID 
has raised funds from the 
resale of donated textiles in 
its 11 charity shops. In 2009, 
it raised £500,000 for seven 
projects in Africa and India, 
including one that aims to 
halt the use of child labour 
to grow cotton seeds. 

TRAID Chief Executive, 


Maria Chenoweth- Casey, 
said: “TRAID recycling 
banks are the life blood of 
the charity, raising over 
£2million for development 
projects, diverting textiles 
from landfill and funding 
environmental and recycling 
workshops for 16,000 
children and young people 
annually.”

Way to Blue: The Songs of Nick Drake, 
The Barbican, Silk Street, 22 Jan 

DESPITE achieving little mainstream chart 
success before his untimely death in 1974, 
Nick Drake has become one of the most 
influential singer-songwriters of the 20th 
Century. His fragile acoustic, often haunting, 
compositions were left on the shelves during 
his lifetime but have created a posthumous 
legacy. Shy and suffering from depression, he 
shunned interviews and live performances 
(to date, sadly, there is no known film 
footage). Yet today, artists as diverse as REM, 
Kate Bush, Paul Weller and The Cure (the last 
of whom took their name from a Nick Drake 


lyric) continue to attribute his music as a 
driving force of their own work. 

An evening at the Barbican will pay tribute to 
the musician - curated by his producer Joe 
Boyd and featuring Danny Thompson, the 
bassist who played on many of the singer’s 
recordings orchestrations, and arrangements 
from Robert Kirby, who passed away towards 
the end of last year.

Make room to quit smoking 

GIVING a room a makeover could be key for those 
aiming to quit smoking, according to a national 
anti-smoking adviser. 

The NHS Smoking Service has ottered a series of tips 
for those making the New Year’s resolution to stay 
smoke free - and just in time for January furniture 
sales. 

Melanie Deweymarn,from NHS Smoking Service, said: 
“The most helpful thing you can do is keep busy and 
change your daily routine to counteract your 
usual smoking triggers. 

If you always smoke in your 
lounge, rearrange the furniture so 
the room looks different.” 

Money saved from cigarettes - 
more than £2,000 per year for a 
20-a-day smoker - could be spent 
on holidays, new hobbies or 
learning new skills, Melanie added. 

“The most important thing is to 
commit to a date, then identify 
when and why you smoke so you 
can establish the extent of your 
addiction. Keep a ‘smoker’s diary’ 
for a few days; write down every 
time you have a cigarette and what 
you were feeling or doing before you 
lit up. This will help you to identify 
your triggers,” she concluded.

overland through the 
American lines. 

He used an assumed 
name and disguised himself 
as an American civilian. But 
he was captured and the 
secret correspondence he 
was carrying was 
discovered. Arnold received 
word of his capture and 
managed to make his 
escape. Because Andre was 
captured pretending to be a 
civilian however, he was 
treated as a spy, rather than 
a prisoner-of-war. 

In spite of representations 
made to save his life, Andre 
was sentenced to death by 


General Washington. He 
was executed in Tappan in 
the state of New York on 2 
October, 1780. 

In 1783, the Treaty of 
Paris ended the war and 
recognised the sovereignty 
of the United States over the 
territory bounded by what 
is now Canada to the north, 
Florida to the south, and 
the Mississippi River to the 
west. Major Andre became 
something of a romantic 
hero in England and a 
monument was erected in 
his honour in Westminster 
Abbey, paid for by King 
George III. 


confidential agent of the 
British crown to make the 
final arrangements.

T HE American War 
of Independence 
from 1775 to 1783 
saw 13 colonies in 
North America claim 
sovereignty and reject the 
British monarchy. 

Among the British 
soldiers who went to fight 
in America was Clapton 
born John Andre ( 1 75 1 - 
1780), a man with a 
mission that might have 
changed the course of 
history. 

Andre spent his early 
years in Clapton in one of 
three houses immediately 
behind the pond. He may 
well have attended 
Newcome’s School in 
Hackney. Manuscript notes 
at the Archives list him as 
taking part in its 
performance of A 
Midsummer Night’s 
Dream’ in 1764, taking the 
role of Hermia. 

Andre’s father was a 
merchant in the City. His 
parents came from Geneva 
where he was sent to 
further his education, but 


he was back in 
England before he 
turned 18. 

He became 
involved with the 
literary circle of poet 
and prolific 
correspondent, Anna 
Seward. He formed an 
attachment to her 
friend, Honora Sneyd. 
However they were 
prevented from 
marrying, possibly 
because Andre was not in 
a financial position to do 
so. Perhaps to address this 
situation, Andre consented 
to join his father’s business. 

On his death in 1769, the 
young Andre came into 
some money and joined the 
Army, obtaining his first 
commission in 1771. He 
went with the British Army 
to America and was taken 
prisoner in 1775 at 
Lancaster, Pennsylvania. 
On his release he rose 
quickly to the rank of 
major. 

It was in this role that 
Andre embarked on the 
mission that was to lead to 
his death. The American 
General Benedict Arnold 
had indicated that he was 


interested in defecting to 
the British. He was in 
command of the American 
fortress of West Point on 
the Hudson River, and 
planned to deliver it to the 
British, along with a stock 
of gunpowder belonging to 
the American army. Under 
an assumed name he started 
a secret correspondence 
with Major Andre. 

When the plans had been 
finalised, Arnold requested 
a meeting with a

£3.2m travel boost

H ackney has won 

a multi-million 
pound funding 
boost for transport 
improvements. 

Transport for London 
(TfL) has committed 
£3.2million for works 
during 2010/11, including 
£200,000 for road 
maintenance and £453,000 


for major schemes. 
Hackney has developed 
proposals for a number of 
schemes it hopes to finance 
with the funding package. 

These include £165,000 
to extend the Council’s 
school travel plan 
programme; £190,000 for 
road safety improvements 
for cyclists and pedestrians 
around Amhurst Park, 
N16; plus improvements to 
the urban realm on West 
Bank, East Bank and 
Amhurst Park in Stamford 


Hill; and the installation of 
cycle parking at Stamford 
Hill mainline station. 

In addition, £126,000 
will be allocated to 
introduce measures to 
improve air quality 
including vehicle emissions 
testing, and £97,000 for 
cycle parking and training 
programmes. 

There will also be 
£175,000 for 20mph zones 
around Victoria Park in 
line with the Council’s 
commitment to introduce 


such zones on every 
residential road in the 
borough by 2012. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“While we welcome this 
funding and the flexibility 
it will provide in 
determining local priorities, 
we regret the 17 per cent 
cut in allocation to 
Hackney which means 
some planned 
improvements will have to 
be delayed.” 



NEWS IN BRIEF 


North London Line to close 

THE section of the North London Line (NLL) which runs 
through Hackney will close completely from 20 February 
to 1 June. 

A rail replacement service will provide buses every 20 
minutes, six days a week, serving all NLL stations in 
Hackney. On Sundays this will be reduced to two buses 
an hour. Transport for London (TfL) says the closure from 
Gospel Oak to Stratford is necessary so it can carry out 
major engineering works to introduce longer trains and 
more frequent services. 

Ian Brown, Managing Director of TfL Rail, said: “We 
apologise to passengers for this inconvenience and are 
doing all we can to minimise the disruption caused. 

“We have to close this part of the line for this amount of 
time because of the nature of the work. Large amounts 
of material will have to be moved around for the 
signalling and track upgrades, which means if we were 
to restrict the work to weekends and then have to restore 
the railway to working order each Monday morning, the 
disruption would be over a much longer period.” 
Replacement bus services are due to stop at all NLL 
stations from Gospel Oak to Stratford except Caledonian 
Road & Barnsbury station.

Revamped Freedom Pass 



A MILLION new look Freedom Passes are set to be issued 
in the New Year. The pass, which provides free public 
transport across London for the over 60s and disabled 
people, has been revamped by IT 
company, Fujitsu, 
after being awarded 
the contract by 
London Councils. 

The new pass 
combines both Oyster 
and ITS0 smart card 
technology with a 
photograph of the owner, rather than having to use a 
separate photocard, as is currently the case. 

All current passes expire on 31 March. Those needing to 
renew their pass can do so at the Post Office from 4 
January. The process should take about 1 0 days.

Michael Wood, 22, started the training programme at Hoxton Apprentice in May 2009. 
Born and raised in Hackney, Michael completed his GCSEs but was unsure of what 
career path to take. Initially opting for an NVQ Level 2 in IT, he felt disheartened with 
working in short-term jobs interspersed with periods of unemployment. 

He had never settled on a long-term career, until he heard about the Hoxton 
Apprentice. A keen cook at home, Michael hadn’t considered using these skills in a 
profession before applying for its apprenticeship scheme. 

Now five months into his back-of-house course, he is well on the way to formalising 
his new-found skills with an NVQ Level 2.

Town centre plans 

THANKS to everyone who 
had their say on planning 
and design masterplans for 
Hackney and Dalston town 
centres. 

Residents had the chance to 
comment during a 10-week 
consultation programme 
last year that included 
setting up street stalls 
around the borough; ‘meet 
the planner’ sessions; 
meetings with stakeholders; 
and a series of targeted 
consultation events with 
older people, young people, 
and faith communities. 
Around 870 issues were 
raised concerning Hackney 
town centre. They covered a 


broad range of topics 
including: urban design; 
shops and shopping; and 
pedestrian and cycle routes. 
Views on ‘character areas’ 
including St John-at- 
Hackney Churchyard and 
Gardens and Horton Road 
were also raised. 

The Dalston town centre 
plans drew responses on 
around 1,240 issues. These 
related to: community 
issues, cultural/creative and 
third sector uses, open 
space and the public realm, 
and retail/night time 
economy. Concerns were 
also raised about the 
retention of Dalston’s 
character; tall buildings and 


high density; 
pedestrian/cyclist 
connections and sustainable 
development. 

All comments were 
considered and addressed 
where appropriate. 

Phase one of both 
masterplans were adopted 
by the Council Cabinet on 
23 November and full 
Council on the 25
